Chief Daniel Wolff of Yonkers, N. 
Y-, declared that every auto manu- 
fa< turer producing a machine capable 
of making over 30 miles an hour 
shoud be prosecuted. 
All automobiles should have two 
speeds. 15 miles for the * ity and 30 
miles for the country. 
At the chang­ 
ing point an officer should stand with 
a master key to do the regulating, he 
said. 
After dicussion pro and con. 
the association went on record as fa­ 
voring a universal speed for automo­ 
biles and a universal*code of traffic 
signals and regulations. 
Chief W. J. Peters on a paper on 
the murder situation in the United 
Gtates made the startling declaration 
that there are 10,000 murders com­ 
mitted yearly in this country. 
Ac­ 
cording to Peters, deaths by violence 
are increasing faster than the popu­ 
lation. 
This was accounted for by 
the fact that invariably if the mur­ 
derer has plenty of money he makes 
a good fight after which he goes scot 
free or is sentenced to life im prison­ 
ment.

La., told of the aston­ 
ishingly clever means used by drug 
fiend to secure their dope.

said: 
"Not long ago one of my ofb ers 
became 
suspicious of 
the

which some of the visitors acted to­ 
ward a prisioner at one of the police 
siations. 
The offb :er intercepted a 
package 
of 
cigarettes 
which 
were 
carefully drawn from the ¡package 
and at the bottom of the wrapper 
showed 
twelve 
one-half 
grains 
of 
morphine sulphite tablets 
"Our 
city 
chemist once reported 
that a postal card fell into his hands 
the fa c of which represented a hand- 
r-ome snow scene 
Upon examination 
he found that the beautiful represen­ 
tation was not,due to mica, as is gen­ 
erally the 
use . but the snow was a 
mat of cocaine. 
This card contained 
fifteen and one-half grains of the 
drug. 
"Cigars in fancy..celluloid containers 
are used. I will cite a case. A gentle­ 
man of high financial and social life 
in our city submitted for examination 
six excellently made cigars of fine 
quality, each encased in a celluloid 
capsule. He complained that his son- 
in-law 
had 
been a 
man 
of 
good 
morals but of late it was noticed that 
he always left the dining table early. 
He would then chew the butt end of 
a cigar similar to the one this gentle­ 
man had given me. 
Each cigar end 
contained two and one-half grains of 
cocaine. 
"The 
question 
naturally 
arises: 
Where do the victims get the drugs? 
"I have tried to solve it and can­ 
not. 
Individuals and firms grow rich 
in the disposition while I am baffled. 
The user always protects the seller 
because he has an appetite to satisfy. 
I will say that physicians and trained 
nurses are not altogether blameless 
but they are protected by their cus­ 
tomers. 
So what are we to do? 
"If someone could invent a plant 
for ridding the country of the drug 
menace, his name would go down in 
history as one of the greatest men 
of his time.” 
Los Angeles has the 
unique 
dis­ 
tinction of being the only city in the 
world using an aeroplane for its po­ 
lice service. 
Chief Sebastian, of that 
city, believes that the aeroplane can 
be used for inspection of a city and 
its outskirts, thus preventing crime 
and apprehending criminals. 
The Los 
Angeles police aeroplane is manned 
by Aviator Walter Brookins, who is 
a regular member of the police de­ 
partment.

John Carlin. This is the first degree 
conferred b y the college and is said 
to b e the first granted to deaf-mute 
Id the world’s history .

Take, fo r instance, that mo st co m­ 
mo n o f all pasture cro ps, blue grass.

Ho wev er, It la no t as impo rtant that 
the latter feed be used ag is the case

Alfalfa is perhaps the mo st v aluable 
o f all the fo rage cro ps av ailable fo r 
swine. 
Ho wev er, there are so me o b­ 
jectio ns to this cro p, the chief o ne o f 
which is that it do es no t fit In the 
o rdinary farm ro tatio n as well as 
clo v er. Testa at v ario us statio ns sho w 
that this cro p is wo rth slightly mo re 
than clo v er fo r the pro ductio n o f po rk. 
When using alfalfa fo r fo rage care 
must be taken, as is the ca3e with red 
clo v er, no t to pasture the gro wth to o 
clo sely . 
It 19 best to hav e o nly ten 
o r twelv e mature ho gs to the acre. A

T he qu estions are answered in this 
manner. 
The word “poor.” as u sed in the 
act. does not mean that a mother, 
seeking a pension, mu st be a pau per. 
A mother owning entirely or in part 
a home, bu t with no income, wou ld 
not be compelled to sell her home, tite 
pu rpose of the law being to maintain 
the home. 
The woman, to get a pen­ 
sion, mu st be withou t income to main­ 
tain herself and her children. 
A mother living with her parents, 
who su pport her and her children, is 
not within the law in asking a pen­ 
sion, since the situ ation wou ld not 
requ ire her to be aw ay from her chil­ 
dren and home. 
If a hu sband has deserted a mother 
and 
children for more than Thkee 
years she is eligible for a pension, 
even thou gh she may have obtained 
a divorce. 
j 
If a mother is divorced by her hu s­ 
band for her aggressions and three 
years have elapsed it wou ld not oe 
considered desertion within the m ean­ 
ing of the law and she wou ld not be 
eligible for pension. 
The u nmarried 
m other does not come within the law. 
A foster mother is not entitled to 
a pension, nor is a grandmother who 
has cu stody of grandchildren. 
A m other and children who have 
resided for two years in one cou nty 
in the state are eligible to apply for 
pension in any cou nty 
where 
they 
live. 
This decision is considered of 
great importance as the mothers' pen-! 
sion law is not clear on that point' 
and there are no cou rt decisions to I 
settle it.
